pean Communist leaders. They 
evidently discussed Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Diplomatic sources in Moscow 
conceded that Soviet-Czechoslo- 
vak relations have been shaken 
by Prague’s sweeping Ifberali- 
zation, including its unshackling 
of the press.. But these sources 
said the Soviets showed no sign 
of being disturbed enough to 
stage a rerun of the bloody 
quashing of the 1956 Hungarian 
rebellion, 

Seasoned observers in Vienna 
felt likewise and linked the re- 
ported troop movements to pre- 
viously announced plans for 
manoeuvres of the Warsaw Pact 
forces that are scheduled to ex- 
tend-into Czechoslovakia, >

No Longer Satisfied 
With White Rulers

Where the remote Bermudas ride, in the ocean’s 
bosom unespied, a British frigate—urgently diverted 
to the troubled colony—was also riding on April 28. 


That day 150 soldiers were 
flown in from Britain to- back 
up the police and the 300- 
strong Bermuda Regiment, 
which the governor had mobi- 
lized. after two. nights of 
rioting, arson and looting. A 
curfew and a state of emer- 
gency were imposed and over 
100 arrests were made. 

Meanwhile many of’, ‘the 
American and Canadian tour- 
ists on whom the Bermudian 
economy depends left 
hurriedly. 

Bermuda is a‘chain of coral 
islands about. 20 miles long, 
with an American air base at 
one end, an American. naval 
base at the other, and some 
Canadian military installa- 
tions too; but it is still a 
British dependency. 

More prosperous than any 
comparable West Indian 
island, it also has a different 
racial mix — a third of its 
50,000 inhabitants are white. 


But the striking feature of 
the riots. that have broken its

thier whites.

“The day of, the large fruit 
trees is’ finished,” said Mr. 
Andison. “Growers. all over 
the world are planting dwarf 
trees because the fruit ‘is 
easier to harve: 

The drug will solve many of 
the gardener’s problems— 
especially trees and shrubs 
which get out of hand. ‘Their 
growth can be halted. 

Some idea of its effect: is 
shown by an experiment 
carried out by Jack Crossley, 
Tesearch officer in charge of 
ornamentals at the farm. 

A few years ago, he sprayed 
the chemical on. evergreens 
used for landscaping. They 
have remained the same 
height ever since. ‘It would 
undoubtedly have the same

Rhododendrons also 
bloomed earlier and heavier.

Studies’ showed that alar 
reduces the . size of plant 
cells—makes them more com- 
pact. But no one knows yet 
why and it may take years 
before scientists find out. 

It is also a comparatively 
safe chemical to use—much 
safer “than DDT and many 
other pesticides on the 
market. 

Alar is not yet available on 
the Victoria market, but 
according to horticulturists it 
won't be long before com- 
mercial fruit growers and 
gardeners catch on,

Indian children who attend_ 


school in the isolated coastal 
village of Bella Bella: It is 
the'r salute to Canada’s cen- 
tennial. 


Wanting to give something 
to their’ village, singly or in 
groups they’ve written and 
painted in vivid pictures the 
story of their own lives and 
the lives of their elders. Many 
of them have adopted the 
“fourth estate” status tempor- 
arily to interview their par- 
ents and the village elders in 
orcer to write down legends 
and -etories of the past. 

The results are captivating, 
both by their lucidity and the 
brevity in which they pen the 
things dearest to them. 

Here are some examples. 
Four Grade 1 girls describe 
the way they watched the 
village church burn. 
CHURCH BURNS DOWN 

“One afternoon Mike saw 
some smoKe by the church, 
We watched the fire till our 
windows got hot. We marched 
outside and sat down on the 
benich where we were’ not in 
the way. We were sad to see 
the church fall, but it was 
exiting to see the fire. We

hore we will soon have a new 
church.” 

The. - importance of the 
church is again seen in this 
story by a Grade 6-er. “My 
harpy holidays are Easter 
and summer. I had a happy 
Easter when the Bella Coolas 
came here. There was church 
every night, three times a 
day, in the morning, afternoon 
and night till they were ready 
to go back to their home.” 

The newly-formed library 
plays a large part in’ village 
life too. Here are’ two -stu-

“People go to the library to

“We have good reason’ to 
beliove that, in due course, we 
will be guided by the Holy 
Spirit towards restoring full 
unity between the Anglican 
and Roman Catholic 
crrches.””

The archbishop said it is 
estimated that 157 priests—of 
the Canadian church are no 
longer engaged in a full-time 
ministry, and the number 
abendoning it for secular 
employment is growing by 
abort 40 annually. 

He added that the number 
of clergymen ordained in 
Ergiand during the last 12 
mnths was the lowest for 10 
years. 

Speaking of candidates. for 
the ministry, the archbishop 
said: 

“We need-more men of a 
cu:tured background; men 
who can hold their own in any 
company and mix freely and 
easily with those of all 
stations in life." 

Of the hippies, he said: 
“There are those who think 
th>v have something in com- 
man with Samson, and that 
their strength lies in their 
ha‘r. 


NO CLEANER 


“There is no evidence that 
they are stronger than their 
fe'lows and they do not 
appear to be any cleaner.” 

On the subject of Victoria's 
polluted inland waters, the 
arcpbishop said: 

“Tt is the duty of respon- 
sible officials to take immedi- 
ate steps in the matter, 
whatever the cost may be, in 
the interests of our citizens.” 

Cuncluding his. charge, the 
archbishop expressed thanks 
to all members of the synod 
for their help and co-operation 
durirg his 33 years of office. 

He-has resigned as ‘head of 
the Anglican church in British 
Columbia and a successor will 
be’ appointed this month. He 
will continue as bishop of the 
diveese until the end of the 
year. Es
